To see ourselves as others see us is a rare experience indeed, for 
most of us don’t want to see ourselves this way and when the light is 
shed upon us, we get red in the face, build up a head of steam, and 
explode like a pack of firecrackers. 

However, risking this display- of fireworks, we herewith state that 
the Porterville Veterans’ Day and Homecoming celebration needs a 
shot in the arm, needs it badly, and needs it now. f 

Specifically: 1. If this great traditional Porterville celebration is to 
be an all-day event, then there must be an all-day program, 2. The 
parade, in many respects a really fine parade, must be straightened 
out logistically (there’s no reason for gaps blocks long) and the 
minute of silence must be adequately signalled and, adequately 
observed; 3. A queer’ ball now-a-days is a no-no, this type of event 
died years ago, the queen’s ball on November 10 was a fiasco playing 
to an empty house, get rid of it, replace it with an event that draws 
people; 4. The Pageant of Pulchritude, at which the Veteran Day 
royalty was selected, drew about 50 people, which most certainly 
does not do justice to the girls, to the people who spend time staging 
the event and to the ‘general buildup for the celebration; 5. The 
Memorial service was excellent in concept and presentation, yet only 

126 people were interested enough to attend. Is this sort of thing 
also passe nowadays? 6. The lousy programs that have been 
published during the past two years are just that - lousy. Either put 
out a worthwhile program, or put out none at all. 7. Instead of 
constantly cutting down on total celebration activities, start building 
new features. We're tired indeed of the cry of poverty that arises 
from both Veteran organizations that sponsor the celebration. 

So what to do? 

We suggest the Veterans’ day committee meet soon with 
representatives of the Porterville chamber of commerce, of the city, 
of the schools, of the service organizations, and kick things around a 
little, with goal being to expand the Veterans’ Day and Homecoming 
program - and to modernize it. 

We don’t want to see this great, enjoyable, patriotic and 
traditional Porterville celebration go down the drain.

TO RIGHT A WRONG MOVE 


If the road to you-know-where is indeed paved 
with good intentions, the World Council of Churches 
seems inadvertently to have taken an un-ecclesiastical 
step in that direction when it officially lent its support 
to Cesar Chavez and his United Farm Workers Or- 
ganizing Committee. 

This was pointed out to the Council in a firm but 
gentle way by an outstanding California churchman, 
Allan Grant, President of the California Farm Bureau 
Federation. Writing to the Reverend Dr. Eugene Car- 
son Blake, general secretary of the WCC, Grant point- 
ed out that the statement issued in England by the 
council’s Central Committee last August “allies the 
prestige of the Council to a tactic that is not only de- 
structive and divisive but offers no solution to the 
agricultural dilemma.” 

Grant was referring specifically to the Chavez- 
sponsored boycott which is designed to deprive con- 
sumers of their right to buy California table grapes, 
and to force growers to force their workers into a 
union they already have shown they don’t want to 
join. He pointed out that “responsible Americans of 
many walks of life who are concerned with the threat 
that devices like the boycott pose to the free flow of 
food from the farm to the consumer, are turning to 
national farm labor legislation (such as that sponsored 
by California Senator George Murphy) as the answer.” 
He further pointed out to Dr. Blake: 

“By supporting . . . tactics such as the boycott, the 
World Council lays itself open to the charge that it is 
going against its own mission by helping to create 
alienation, dividing communities, and taking sides in 
an unfruitful dispute.” 

Grant invited the Council to reconsider its position 
and, in the light of new knowledge, join forces with 
the growing thousands of citizens who reject outright 
the Chavez assault on consumer, worker and grower 
rights and seek instead a rational, legal, moral solu- 
tion to a problem that affects equally all concerned.

DIRECT REJECTION 


In this one man, one vote age of ours a good many 
people are urging a constitutional amendment to abol- 
ish the Electoral College and institute direct popular 
election of our Presidents and Vice Presidents. They 
point especially to last year’s George Wallace effort to 
throw the election into the Congress, and to the defec- 
tion of one Elector from the candidate the voters of his 
state had favored, as arguments for the change. 

Without debating the merits of direct election, it is 
interesting to consider what might have happened. in 
the past, had it been in effect. 

It is a good possibility that if we were asked to 
name the least effective and the most effective Presi- 
dents, Warren G. Harding and Abraham Lincoln 
would be the winners. How would they have fared 
under direct election? 

Harding would have won hands down. He gathered 
more than 60 percent of the popular vote. The only 
other man to do that was Lyndon Johnson. 

Lincoln? He won less than 40 percent of the popu- 
lar vote, which, under direct vote proposals, would 
have meant a runoff between him and Stephen Doug- 
las. It is almost a certainty, historians believe, that 
those who had voted for the other two candidates in 
that election — Breckenridge and Bell— would have 
gone heavily for Douglas, who would have needed 
barey’ a third of their combined total to defeat Lin- 
coln. 

That would have been a case, one might say, of 
direct rejection.

State Scholarship 
Application 
Deadline Dec. 10 


HANFORD — Assemblyman 
Gordon Duffy, chairman of the 


’ Assembly Health and. Welfare 


committee, has issued a 
reminder to students that 
December 10 is the deadline for 
filing applications for 1970 State 
scholarships. 

“There will be approximately 
16,200 State | Scholarships 
available for the 1970-71 
Academic Year,’ Duffy said. 
“Of this number, 6,000 grants 
will be available to those who 
are not currently receiving state 
aid.” 

The State Scholarship 
program is .open to students 
attending both public and 
private colleges and universities. 
State scholarships are grants of 
money awarded on the basis of 
academic achievement and 
promise to students having 
financial need. These grants may 
be used to offset the cost of 
tuition and student fees. 

To be eligible, a student must 
be a resident of California and a 
high school graduate by the 
summer of the year of the award 
or have been accepted for 
admission by an _ accredited 
college. The student must 
demonstrate a need for 


monetary assistance. The 
financial status of the parents of 
the student is the primary 


consideration in determining 

financial eligibility.

IN OPPOSITION TO BOB WILEY 


TULARE — Charles F. 
(Chuck) Hensley, 36, of Tulare, 
an Investigator for the District 
Attorney’s office since 1966, has 
announced his candidacy for 
Tulare County Sheriff-Coroner. 
At the same time he announced 
his resignation from the District 
Attorney’s staff. 

He told a group of associates 
and friends in Tulare, I was 
motivated into running because, 
I, as a dedicated professional law 
enforcement officer, can see a 
tremendous _ need for 
improvement in the Tulare 
County Sheriff's office. 

“TI see the incumbent Sheriff 
as an untrained, inexperienced 
law enforcement officer and 
administrator, I believe this 
shows rather graphically.” 

Hensley was a sergeant under 
former Sheriff Sandy Robinson. 
He resigned to become an 
investigator for District 
Attorney, Robert G. Bereman. 
He has 11 years experience in 
law enforcement, serving as a 
deputy constable in the Tulare 
Judicial district, and served as a 
former police officer for the 
cities of Tulare and Fresno. He 
majored in criminology at the 
College of Sequoias as well as 
completing numerous training 
courses offered by the FBI, the 


California Department of 
Justice, and the Tulare County 
District attorney. 

A native of Anadarko, 
Oklahoma, Hensley moved to 
the Tipton area with his parents 
in 1937 where he attended 
elementary school and was 
graduated from Tulare Union 
High school in 1952.

MATHIAS OPPOSES BILL TO STOP 
PURCHASE OF CALIFORNIA GRAPES 


WASHINGTON, 
Congressman Bob UNaathias 
(R-18th district) has announced 
his opposition to a bill that has 
been introduced in the House of 
Representatives that would 
prohibit the Department of 
Defense from buying California 
table grapes. 

This bill was introduced by a 
group of eleven Congressmen, 
four of whom are from 
California (Congressman George 
Brown, Congressman Phillip 
Burton, Congressman Don 
Edwards, and Congressman 
Edward Roybal), while the other 
seven Congressmen represent 
districts in New York and 
Michigan. 

Mathias stated that he is 
strongly opposed to this bill 
because “it is restrictive to a 
segment of  California’s 
agricultural industry and because 
it would seriously hurt the 
State’s economy. I’m greatly 
surprised that any California 
legislator would even think of 
doing anything that would hurt 
our state.” 

The table 
contributed 


grape industry 
$26,266,000 to 
California’s economy during 
1968. The majority.:of these 
grapes were grown in the San 
Joaquin valley. 

“[ also think,” stated 
Mathias, “that if this bill is 
enacted into law it would 
establish a precedent that could 
conceivably be damaging to our 
system of private enterprise. If 
those people who wanted to 
dramatize a particular point of 
view can get legislation passed 
that discriminates against one or 
a group of products, then our 
country would be in for some 
very difficult times. 

“I’m confident that the vast 
majority of our citizens do not 
want to see a bill like this 
become law.” 

_ The bill, bill, H.R. 14640, came 


about as a result of a disclosure 
that the Department of Defense 
has increased its purchase of 
California table grapes and is 
sending them to fighting men in 
Vietnam. Sponsors of this bill 
are supporters of the national 
boycott of California table 
grapes and they contend that the 
Defense Department is lending 
its powers to efforts to break the 
boycott. 

To clarify its position, the 
Defense Department on June 10, 
released a Fact sheet on use of 
table grapes. In that Fact sheet, 
the Department stated that “the 
basic policy of the Department 
with regard to awarding defense 
contracts to contractors involved 
in labor disputes is to refrain 
from taking a position on the 
merits of any labor dispute. 

“This policy is based on the 
premise that it is essential to 
Department procurement needs 
to maintain a sound working 
relationship with both labor and 
management. From the 
diverse opinions that have 
appeared in various news media, 
it is quite apparent that the 
dispute over California table 
grapes falls in this category.” 

Department spokesmen 
stated that the “increase in the 
Vietnam requirement for grapes 
was influenced by the following 
factors: (1) the high troop 
acceptability of this seasonal 
item; and (2) the improved 
capability of shipping perishable 
items, including grapes, to 
Vietnam under refrigeration. In 
this connection, it is significant
